ORDER 


1 . This Order may be called the Delhi Kerosene (Export Control) 
Amendment Order, 1962. 

2. Amendment of Clause 1. — In sub-clause (1) of clause 1 of the Delhi 
Kerosene (Export Control) Order, 1962 (hereinafter referred to ae “the 
said Order”) for the words, brackets and figures “The Delhi Kerosene 
(Export Control) Order, 1962”, the words, brackets and figures “the Delhi 
Kerosene Oil (Export and Price) Control Order, 1962” shall be substituted. 

3. Amendment of Clause 2. — In clause 2 of the said Order, after item 
(ii), the following items shall be inserted, namely:— 

“(iii) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union 
territory of Delhi. 

(iv) “Dealer” means a person who deals in the sale or storage for 

sale of Kerosene Oil whether wholesale or retailsale and 
includes an agent. . \ . , • ' ^ ’ 

(v) “Schedule” means a schedule appended to this Order.” 

4. Insertion of new Clauses 3A, 3B, 3C, 3D^and 3E.—After clause 3 
of the said Order, the following clauses shall be inserted, namely;-^ ^ 

“3A. Restriction on the sale of kerosene oil —^No person shall sell 
or attempt to sell or abet the sale of kerosene oil to any 
person at a price in excess of the price specified in the ' 
Schedule, 


3B, Licences. —^After such date as may be specified by the Director 
by Notification published in the Delhi Gazette no person 
shall obtain, attempt to obtain, or store for sale or distri¬ 
bution, or sell kerosene oil except under and in accordance 
with the conditions of a licence granted by the Director. 

3C. Term etc. of Licence. — (1) A licence granted imder this Order 
shall unless revoked or cancelled or suspended be valid for a 
period of one year from the date of issue. «• 

(2) Every application for grant of a licence under this Order shaU 

be accompanied by a Treasury receipt for Rs. 5/-. 

(3) Every licence granted under this Order shall be renewable for 

one year at a time on the production of a Treasury receipt 
for Rs. 2/-. 

(4) If a licence granted under this Order is defeced, lost or des¬ 

troyed, the licensee shall forthwith inform the Director whu 
may on application by a licensee issue a duplicate licence. 
Every such application shall be accompanied by a Treasury 
receipt for Rs. 2/-. 

3D. Special directions regarding sale.—The Director may by general 
or special order in writing require any person holding stocks 
of kerosene oil to sell such stocks to such person and in such 
manner as may be specified in the Orden 

3E^. Stock & Sale Returns. —^Every dealer shall submit to the Direc¬ 
tor true monthly returns showing stocks of kerosene oil 
received and sold during the month within three days of the 
close of the month to which they relate.”
